The $600,000,000 jump results 


from an average increase of three 
and three-quarter cents a pound 
in retail meat prices ordered bj 
the agency when ceilings return to 
the butcher shops on Tuesday. 


This is the difference, OPA said, 


between average meat ceilings on 
June 30, when controls lapsed and 
the new higher prices, which still 
will be below those of the last two 
months.

A big share of the beef. 42 per 


cent of the pork, and a much 
smaller share of lamb and mutton 
will return to the same ceilings 
that prevailed last June. Most of 
the price increases were tacked 
onto the prime and choice cuts. 


All OPA men carefully avoided 


any attempts to say just how 
much the rollback will be on pric- 
es that have been charged dur- 
ing the period of no ceilings. 


They explained that the pricing 


pattern in the million-odd retail 
shops is highly varied and in any 
event the housewife who does the 
buying will have all the answers 
when she goes marketing Tues- 
day. 


One OPA official reminded re- 


porters too that congress discour- 
aged such comparisons by attach- 
ing a rider to OPA funds.

bars payment of salary to any of- 
ficial or OPA worker who "en- 
gages in preparing or dis«emin- 
ating general propaganda in sup- 
port of price control."

found on the tables of those who 
must watch food posts. 


Porter made no comment on the 


new meat ceilings but he said 
reports to OPA indicated some 
hide sellers are holding back sales 
unless buyers agree to meet an- 
ticipated increases in hide ceil- 
ings. 
Porter declared there will 


be no such increases, and added:

shape and prepared to strike from 
here on in."

Paris, Sept. 7— (AP)— Austra- 


lian Delegate H. F. Whitlam urg- 
ed the peace conference today to 
set up an international "court of 
human rights' 'to fulfill the prom- 
ises made in the Atlantic'Charter. 


The conference's legal and draft- 


ing commission took up this pro- 
posal at its first meeting in ex- 
amining a projected Australian 
amendment to the Finnish treaty 
which the Finnish committee had 
shelved for drafting. 


"The 
Atlantic 
Charter," said 


Whitlam, "is tile common constitu- 
tion of all peoples everywhere, we 
sould create organs to make these 
principles respected." 


Whitlam asserted that in-sign- 


ing the Atlantic Charter, all mem- 
bers of the United Nations pledg- 
ing' jointly and separately to re- 
spect the rights proclaimed by the 
charter. 
The Australian amendment would 
insert clauses in all five treaties 
obliging each of the former enemy 
states to write guarantees of fund- 
amental human rights in its con- 
stitution. 


The international court of hu- 


man rights would be established on 
a basis similar to the international 
court of justice to enforce these 
guarantees. States, groups, or in- 
dividuals could file suit before the 
tribunal in such cases.

3. Any raise that would mean
